The sand must be 
found before the , 
city can use money 
set aside for ihe pro- 
ject under the Fede- 
ral government's 
area = improvement 
program for Mel- 
bourne’s western 
region (1973-74). 

Finance for the im- 
provements has already 
been approved at State 
and Federal government: 
Jevel but the council has 
still to convince authori- 
ties like the Board of 
Works and the Port Phil- 
lip Bay Authority that 
the project is feasible. 

The money would be 
spent on building more 
beach retaining walls and 
pumping sand from the 
bay, but unless the sand 
is coarse it wilt be wash- 
ed away and so will the 
government finance. 

City engineer Ralp 
Simmons told the Star 
that a member of the 
council staff aad been 
diving in the bay looking 
for sand. 

“Any work undertaken 
will have to meet approv- 
al of the authorities con- 
trolling the bay and as 
far as ’'m concerned we 
won’t get this approval 
unless they are sure the 
sand used will stay,” he 
said. 

Altona councillor 
Harry Weaver told the 
Star he would rather 
have seen the snoney al- 
located for more sewer- 
age works in the area.

$10,000 has been set 
aside for improvements 
to Cherry Lake.

“Children sustain as many 
burns as people in all 
other age groups, and 
among children __ the| 
greatest number of burn 
injuries occur within the 
first four years of life. 
They don’t understand 
fire dangers, so they 
must be trained. 

“Furthermore, they should 
be dressed ‘with - play 
clothes made of sturdy 
fabrics which are rot 
fire prone. 

“Next to children the age’ 
group most affected by 
burns is elderly people, 
who often fall asleep 
while smoking, use 

Stoves carelessly or get 
too close to open fires or 
radiators. 

“For clothing fire safety: 
garments should be of a

flame-resistant fikre. 

“Wood and gas fires and 
electric radiators are 
temptations for children 
and must be securely 
screened by fireguards. 

“The design of clothing is 
important. Girls, who 
Tun a greater risk of 
burn accidents are often 
dressed in  loose-fitting 
garments. These can 
easily. flare up. 

“‘Matohes, 
any other ‘fire makers’, 
should be kept well out 
of the reach of children, 
and large ashtrays 
should be provided for 
ail cigarette butts.

“But if fire does break out, 
either inside or outside 
one’s home or anywhere 
for that matter, there is 
‘never any- reason for 
panic.. ‘ 

“If fire breaks out in the 
home (a small fire that 
is), it can easily be put 
out, either by removing 
the source of heat, or 
smothering it with a lid, 
a damp cloth or even 
sand. ., 

“By removing ‘any .of 
the three agents of fire, 
namely air, sufficient ig- 
nition temperature or 
fuel, a fire can easily be 
put-out. 

“But if a fire be too big, or 
has started from an un- 
known source, then the 
-first thing that must be 
done is to raise the 
alarm and call the fire 
brigade. (It would be 
very dangerous to tam- 
per with an_ electric 
fire). : 

“After this, everyone must 
go outside and all doors 
must be shut. ‘All. gas 
and electric power sup- 
- plies must be shut off. 

“As you see, a little 
thought on one’s behatf 
can make everyone safer 
from fire. Care in safe- 
guarding our homes and 
children from fire, takes 
up so little time, so one 
cannot afford ‘not to 
take this care.
